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EYE-WITNESS OF THE MOBS.
WATCHING THE CKOWDS IN LONDON.

THE POVULACE TUMULITOUS—A PANIC AMONG THE
SHOPREEPERS,
BY CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE
‘Loxpox, Feb. 10,—Events to.day show con-
elusively that Monday's riot bas leit London in a
pamicky condition. Whileactoaldamage done by the
yuob may vot exceed one or two hundred thonsand
dollars, the stoppage of Lusipess and uncertainty
ju all parts of the Kingdom as to the safety of the
Metropolis has capsed stagnation in trade such as
bas rarcly been known here, Today opencd cald
and heavy. Yellowish foz settled down on the vity
eiurlv, Abont two o'clock the darkuess inereased
antil objects were barely visible across the narrow
strects,  The general feeling was oune of greater
confidence thun that of yostenlay, however. and
fow shiops were elos d. Suddenly the shopikeepers
ground Charing Cross, Whitchall, and Cockspur
st. Legan to put up shutters in liot haste, 1 learned
that the police had given warning ol the approuch
of a mob from the other side of the Thames.  Cross-
ing Wuterloo Bridge, I found an excited crowd
flocking towurd the southeast, and the driverof a
tramear told me that the wob was already plander-
ing shops at Comberwell Groen, This was three
miles away. 1 hastened southwand along Lonidon
Toad, Walworth Road and Camberwell Road, the
great  connecting lines of travel though this
densely populated district, The alarm was gen-
eral. Shops having been closed, business wus
ca red on with closed doors.  Even harrooms put
up shatters and did a roshing busivess inside. Half
the population seems to be in the street, all cagerly
wondering how soon the mol would arrive. There
was much rongh herse play, and some pocketpick-
fue. bt litle or no disorder was manifested till after
p ssing a well-known street intersection ealled  the
Ewphant and Castle” near Spurgeon’s Chureh,
1 rom there to Eamberwell Green the difficulty was
o reased in getting pascage in hansoms and there
was ovident disposition to make rusbes in the
erwil, espocially when well-dressed people gath-
erel, the object being apparently near rough play.
Therewas little stone-throwing althongh many un-
protected windows wore broken, The erowid wus
evidently wade np of curious sight-secrs, and
enwmgh of the lawless element intermingled to

make things unpleasant for a  correspondent.
At Camberwell Green the limit of march
was reached and  still  nobody  had  seen

e mob. Clearly there was a false alarm.

There was excitement everywhere but nothing
like a mob. That part of the West End which had
suflered before showed great fear, lest another at-
tack shonld be made, and the police were ont in
force. Very few shons containing valuable goods
were open, The dense fog of conrse added to the
general nervousness.

Total darkness fell over the city at4 o'clock
and crowds gathered in Cumberland  Mar-
ket place, about a quarter of a mile north
of Euston Road, between Tottenham Court Road
and Kegent’s Park, in Northeast London.  Labor
amtators had called a meeting there for 8 o'elock
and great fear of another riot was felt. 1 was un-
able to get Into the market place but found ad-
joining streets packed with an uosavery crowd,
Police were ont in great foree, moving in Ipairs and
quartets through the throug, and though some
stones were thrown at priviate houses i narrow
streets, theve was not much damwage done. | saw
several omnibuses attacked and passengers were
grovelling on the straw-covered floor 1 mortal
tertor Little damage, comparatively, was done,
but intense anxicty prevails throughont the great
aty.

The important feature of all this is that there
ghould he any snch alarm. No one believes it possi-
ble that the mob can indulge in riot or bloodshed,
as the authonties are masters of the sitna-
tion, Nevertheless, the public has vnderrated
the number and determination of the eriminal
classes of Lopdon, and it is expected that
though no fierce fighting shall ocenr, there may be
extensive plundering accompamed by violeues like
that of Monday. This fear 18 imereased by the un-
gatisfactory manver in which the police have Liecn
Landled, as well as by the knowledge of the terei-
bie aud widespread suffering existing among the
working clisses,

THAMES BY POLICE.

BROKEN  INTO RY RIOTERE—=MONSTER
MEKTING AT CUMBARLAND MARKET,

Loxnos, Feb, 10,—An uncasy fecling pre-

vabled thronghout the metropolts this morning 1n conse-
guence of the events of the last two days  Hiundreds
of gouuine workingwen who are out of employment
wandered about Trafalgar Eqoare in the alteruoon.
Tue first Intlmatlon that the riot was to Lbe
renewed eawe from  Deptford at  about 3
o'eloelk  In the  afternoon. It  was learned
thit & mob of rutfians which had assembled at Doptford
were marehing toward the city and that they wore
smashing windows and wreckiug the fronts of houses
aloug the ronte. A panie prevailed ammong the people of
the portion of the cily which the mob traversed, and
storekeepers elosed thelr stores. Toe rob had organ:
fund to attack city stores and banks, Tho rioters
marehed to the Hop Exchange in Soutbwark, nearly five
miles from the startins point. The mwob wis enotmonaly
juereased by constant accessions during its
morith., The destination of the riolers was Tralalear
Bguae. The poilce were ordered to securo possession
of all the brigges spanning the Toawes anud Lo resist wll
attompts on the part of mwobs to eross,
The authorities farned all tradesmen dolng Lusiness In
the Strand, Cockapur-st,, Pall Mall aud Regent-st, 1o ex-
peet & pder, and to close thelr shops and take neasures
to protoet thelr property. The mob, on 18 way to the
Tusmes, swnug through New-Kent Road and Newlugton
Caussway, They broke into severnl swall shopa ulong
thes way. They stopped at the wmammoth store of Will-

Tens of thousands of desperste men gathered in the
streets and only needed some one more rockless thin
themselves to loau them to commlt tho wildest exeesson.

face conld pot possibly be recogulzed, his lLoad lind
awollen to twice Ity ordivary dimenslons. and nine of his
rilis were hroken, six on one slde and three on the other,
Ford was about thirty-iive, small, and an Irishman,
Duoolittls 1s & powerful  wan of  thirty-twa, who
Las  ereated  a terror of  himsclf  in that
gparsely  settled  country town. The fight began
over Ford's fatlure to mend s barnoss,  Doolltile
kuoeked bl down and then in the presenea of his six
motherlens eillfiven, his hired girl, and farm baud, he
beat the prostrate man with o whip ull the stick gave
out,

When the terrliled oconpants of the farmhouse Eubee
quently cameinto the apartmont where Ford had gone
throngl such tortars, they found the victim on the foor
wnabile to rise or even to make any movement. They

thought Ne  was dead,  IHis  faco  and hoad
bl been hanmersd ouL of recogtition,
Nune of the ofllcers cared to arrest Doolittle, and not

nntil the conraccous villuge doctor had foresd his woy
Into the lowss and fonad Ford dying was he arrested,
Two constables took him befors a justice aml ho was
boind over tothe Sapeclor Conrt, e refused conusel
when his father visited Wm at the eonnty jail to-day
aud wad apparcntly widly losane. Ile waa In tho
Htate [nasne Asglun five yoars ago for ning months and
it 18 Boligved that whitskey and s vielent temnpor ngaln
turned his bealn, s wife dod two years ago.

VALUABLE HORSES BURNED.
THE MEADOW BROOK CLUB'S HEAVY LOSS.

WELL-KNOWN HUNTERS PERISH IN THE FLAMES—
FIGHTING FIRE WITH 8NOW,

The stable coutainlng twenty-four of the most valin-
ble horses of the Moadow Brook [lunt Club, sitnated at
East Meadow Brook, whieh |+ ashort distunce from
Hempstead, Lo 1, was found to be on fire yesteriny
about 2n, m, It was the stable in which the stable boys
slept, and thoy barely eseapod with their lives. Fortu-
natley one of them wis awakenad by the erackling nolse
mnde by the fire, and he awoke his companions. All
eMutts to save the horses, with tuo exceptlofi of one,
Elllott Roosovelt's Mohuwk, were fraitless. The doors
of the stable wers burst open, but tho flames had gaiued
such healway that the anlmals were crased beyond
eontrol and they perished In tholr stalls. The burued
stable was one of three, and mtuated betwoen tho other
two. Holmont Purdy, master of the bounds,
was on the grounds seon after the fre was discovered,
anid be directed the offorts of tho grooms and the peigh-
voring faruers to save the other bulllicgs.

No modorn apparatos for extinguishing fires was at
band, Lut there was plenty of snow, and this was
banked ap about the adjoluing stables, and undoubtedly
waved thom from being burned. Whenever sparks from
the burning bullding fell on the adjacent barus they
wero qilekly oxtingulshod by well-directed suowhalls
thrown upon them. Fortunately there wag little or no
wind stitring, or this crude way of fighting fire would
have boen of little avall.

Tuough a majority of the members of the elub are
